mittee in support of Cleveland, although 
he has often been quoted tha other way, 
together with many similar instances

greatly encouraged the friends of the 
Pfosident, and they are confident that 
there will be no organized successful 
opposition to his renomiaation in the 
Democratic party. 


AT VBMEHIX. 


Threat* or Lynching; the OoTeriior's 


Appointees. 


Tucson (A. T.), July 23.— Advices 


from Phcenix say there is great excite- 
ment over blackmailing suits instituted 
in the interest of a ring of Territorial 
officials. The Attorney-General, Com. 
missioners of Immigration, and n mem- 
ber of the Code Commission purchased 
questionable titles and then instituted 
suits. The people are terribly enraged, 
and summary punishment is threatened. 
Challenges passed yesterday between 
two prominent citizens. The people de- 
mand of 'Governor Zuliok to remove 
three of his Territorial appointments. 


The manager of the Gazette has been 


compelled to resign because ho would 
not defend the parties bringing the suits. 
The paper is owned by the Attorney- 
General, Commissioner of Immigration, 
Superintendent of the Insane Asylum, 
two members of tha Prison Commission 
and the Governor. Yesterday merchants 
and business men instituted a boycott 
against the Gazette, withdrawing Ml pat- 
ronage. 
The solution is getting in- 


tensely interesting. 


Hanging is threatened by the popu- 


lace. The entire Democratic press con- 
demn the Executive in the strongest 
terms, on account of the unscrupulous 
ring appointed to Territorial offices, 
•who have combined to rob the citizens 
of Phcenix of their homes. 


The Tucson Star this morning saya: 


" If Governor Zulick does not call for 
the resignation of this gang of Terri- 
torial official scoundrels, the Democratic 
party of Arizona will rise en masse and 
demand the Governor's removal." 


Death of an Old Pioueor. 


NEVADA. CITT, July 23.—Ilonry Mc- 


Nulty, County Treasurer, died here this 
morning from gastiitis, and will be bur- 
ied at North Bloomfleld to-morrow un- 
der tha auspices of the Masons. 
In 


1819 he came to California with Gover- 
nor Bartlett. 
After residing in Sierra 


county two years he came to Moore's 
Flat, in this county. Here he was one 
of the original company that built the 
line of mining ditches now belonging to 
the Eureka Lake Company. He was in- 
terested in numerous mining and mer- 
cantile operations, but of late years was 
unfortunate and lost what wealth he had 
accumulated. He was accidentally in- 
jured while mining two years ngo, and 
this, added to strain on his constitution 
incident to the excitement of the politi- 
cal campaign last Fall broke him down 
completely, and he has not been able to 
attend to business since the election. 
He was aged 64, a native of Minnesota 
and unmarried.

ST LOTTIS, July 23.—The Chicago aud 


Kook Island Railway sent a surveying 
party through the mountains of Nevada 
and California for the purpose of dis- 
covering a practical route between the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
Central Pacific. The party returned a 
short time ago and report a route be- 
ginning some distance from Fort Win- 
gate, N. M., crossing the Colorado river 
some distance above Grand Canyon and 
passing through Pioehe, Tybo and Ow- 
ens, aad crossing the Sierra Nevada 
through King's Pass. It will emerge 
in the vicinity of Tulare Lake", Cal., 
and follow the San Joaquin valley to 
the coast. This line lies through a low 
pass, where little grading will be neces- 
sary. Should this route be adopted, 
the great mineral region of Pioehe 


rendered available.

THE PRESIDENT'S BOYHOOD. 


Xne Schools In wnicli Ills Knrly 


Tears Were Panned. 


'Washington Cor. Albany Journal. 


The centennial of the founding of the 


village of Clinton and the local jubilee 
in commemoration of that event afford a 
suitable occasion for the President not 
only to mingle with that historic com- 
munity but to visit the scene of hia 
years of boyhood and partly of his 
youth. Richard Cleveland settled nt 
Payetteville, in the neighboring county 
of Onondaga, in pastoral charge of his 
little flock of Presbyterians at that place 
in 1840. 
His son Grover was a child of 


3 years. Here the next eleven years of 
tiis boyhood wera passed, dividing his 
time between the primary walks of 
knowledge and Saturdays fishing in the 
creeks of Onondaga and Madison coun- 
ties. At eight years the district school 
of Fayettev'Jle welcomed him thus far 
on his jouiney along the toilsome high- 
way of learning. Next the Fayetteville 
Academy .received him, but his father 
having been called to the post of agent 
of the American Home Mission at Clin- 
ton, the seat of Hamilton College, an 
institution under Presbyterian auspices, 
the son continued his schooling in the 
Clinton Academy. Two years later the 
family made another move to Holland 
Patent, where the father died the same 
year. The mother, left in the _ usual 
indigence of the fanv.ly of a spiritual 
shepherd of a rural fold, realized the 
kind offices of tha good people of Fay- 
ottevilie, Clinton and Holland Patent 
by the substantial gift of a comfortable 
home. 
There she passed the remainder of 


her days training her children in the 
precepts and principles of useful lives 
and kept the family fireside aglow with 
tne memories and inspiration of the 
past and the hopes «nd encouragements 
of the future. The greatest length of 
years in the President's young life was 
passed at Fayetteville, but at Clinton 
he werked hardest in his studies, and 
from Holland Patent, 
after 
several 


years in various preliminary occupa- 
tions, he started out into the world 
with no other ambition than to earn 
enough money to provide for himself 
and have to spare to aid in providing 
for the comfort of bis mother.
